Aranha,Brazilian Envoy, 
Says Americas Must 
Stand Together 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (UP).— 
«Oreign Minister Oswaldo Aranha 
of Brazil said today that the 
United States’ full economic co- 
operation with Brazil is absolutely 
essential to prevent the fascist 
powers from gaining a foothold 
there which might destroy democ- 
racy in the Western Hemisphere. 

Aranha, on an official mission 
here to foster better cultural and 
economic relations between the 
two nations, made his remarks in 
an “off-the-record” address before 
the National Press Club, but later 
authorized their publication. 

Describing the Western Hemi- 
sphre, America as the “last prod- 
uct of mankind,” he said the 
spirit of unity prevailing among 
the 21 American Republics should 
be translated into unified action in 


order that they may defy aggres- 
sion and fulfill their destiny as the 
“reservoir of future humanity.”

“We are living and working in 
one of the most decisive hours of 
history,” Bergan said. “We are 
Witnessing an elaboration of a new 
world which wants to emerge from 
the ruins of the past, which in 
many respects no longer has any 
reason to exist.”

the Pyrenees-Orientales de- 
partment barred distribution to the 
hungry anti-fascists in the con- 
centration camps. 

The food was bought and col- 
lected by the French National 
Committee to Aid Spain. 

A high French military authority 
estimated to the press here that 
the number of Spanish - soldier 
refugees this week swelled to 280,- 
000, while the total number of 
refugees was 400,000. 

He admitted there had been no 
census. He admitted the French 
did not want the refugees to go 
to Valencia, but reported that 
some refugees on the way to Franco 
territory had been barred in the 
Valley Tech border area by Franco 
guards on account of a food short- 
age. 

This correspondent is continually 
meeting former Daily Worker read- 
ers among the refugees. Strolling 
through the camp at Argeles-sur- 
Mer—a Hooverville where nearly 
100,000 Spaniards are living—I met 
a Basque seaman who used to 
read the Daily Worker in San 
Francisco. 

“He was originally from Guer- 


inica, the Basque holy place which 


the Nazi airmen blasted off the 
earth, and said he was anxious to 
return to Valencia to rejoin the 
Spanish Army. Many others said 
the same thing. 


FORCED TO EAT MULES 


While the Basque was talking, 
I saw a striking illustration of 
famine. Two Spanish army mules 
were eating the green bark from 
a stake in the ground. 

The mules ravenously devoured 
every bit of bark, 

Starving refugees 
starving beasts. 

Slabs of mule meat hung from 
cables in four-foot-high straw and 
reed shacks. 

The authorities are confiscating 
meat of the hoof. I saw a group 
of cavalrymen with drawn sabers 
driving a herd of mules away, but 
the men are still keeping some 
mules tied amidst the shacks.

Benes Predicts 
Vietory of 
Democracy 


CHICAGO, Feb. 16.—A resurgence 
of democracy in Europe was pre- 
dicted by Dr. Eduard Benes, former 
President ot Czechoslovakia, on his 
arrival here. He has been engaged 
as a visiting professor at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

“IT am confident that democracy 
will return to Europe,” he said yes- 
terday.

Lasser Says

Alliance Head Charges 
Talk Distorted in 
Congress Record 


(Daily Werker Washington Bureau) | 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—David 
Lasser, president of the Workers 
Alliance, charged today that a doc- 
tored and distorted version of a re- | 
cent conversation he had with Rep. 
Lyle Boren was inserted in the Con- 
gressional Record by the reactionary 
Oklahoma Democrat. 

Lasser declared that Boren had | 
admitted that his attacks on the 
Workers Alliance were based on ma- 
terial furnished him by Walter 
Steele, Dies Committee witness with | 
Silver Shirt connections, and that 
this statement was cut out of the 
“alleged transcript.” | 

The Workers Alliance head sald) 
that he went to see Boren a few | 
days ago after reading in an Oklo- 
homa newspaper that the Congress- 
man demanded that members of the 
Alliance be barred from supervisory 
positions on WPA projects. 

He charged that no one was in the 
Office while the conversation was 
going on and that “it was impossible 
for anyone to have overheard our 
conversation unless a dictaphone or 
some similar instrument was used.” 

Lasser added that he “would have 
been happy” to have a stenographer | 
take down the conversation “for, of | 
course, I said nothing to him that 
I~vould not say publicly.” 


What Boren tried to pass off as 
a transcript of the talk, Lasser said, 
“is not accurate” and “has obviously 
been rewritten, with several impor- 
tant parts of our conversation either 
deleted or changed.” 

Boren not only took out of the so- 
called transcript anything which 
might prove incriminating to him- 
self, Lasser charged, but put into 
the mouth of the unemployed leader 
statements which he never made. 

Rep. Vito Marcantonio, ALP, of 
New York, attempted to insert Las- 
ser’s statement in the Record late 
this afternoon, but Rep. Charles I. 
FPaddis, D., of Pennsylvania, objected 
on the ground that Boren was not 
on the floor at the time. Marcan- 
tonio said that he would speak to 
Boren, and make another attempt 
to put the statement in the Record.

Progress in traffic safety, with ac- 
cident figures well below the record 
low of 1938 was indicated yesterday 
as Mayor LaGuardia made public 
vehicular accident statistics for the 
month of January. 

Sixty-three persons were killed in 
highway accidents last month, as 
compared with 91 in January, 1938, 
making a decrease of 31 per cent. 

The number of persons injured 
went down from 2,341 to 1,936, a 
decrease of 17 per cent.

Provide Jobs? 


® The claim that if only the government 
would restore “confidence” to Big Business, 
the jobless would get work, has a more hol- 
low ring to it every day. 

Louis H. Bean, economic advisor to the 
Department of Agriculture, asserts that even 


between now and 1940 (topping the peak 
year of 1929) there will still be from 5 to 6 
million unemployed. 

This is due to the way Big Business sabo- 
tages re-employment, sweating more produc- 
tion out of each worker instead of re-hiring 

Some of the 10 million jobless. The Journal 

of Commerce boasted of this fact when it 

declared on Jan. 23: 

“A sharp increase in industrial output 
has occurred during the past three months, 
with only a relatively small expansion of 

employment. The increase in average 

working hours also has not been sharp. 

As a result output per man hour reached 

nan all-time high record in November as 

computed by the National Industrial Con- 
_ference Board.” (Our emphasis.—Ed.) 

This sabotage of re-employment is aggra- 
vated by the arrival of some 600,000 new 
persons at the job-seeking age each year.

The contemptuous effrontery of the Nazi 
anti-Semites in this city reached a new high 
when one of them was caught yesterday past- 
ing anti-Semitic stickers on a Municipal 
Court bench during the trial of another Nazi 
on the same charge.

Judicial Corruption 
Prosecutor Amen's charges of bribery 
and corruption against Magistrate Mark Ru- 
dich open another chapter in a situation 
already so rotten with reaction that it has 
almost lost the power to surprise. That situ- 
ation is the notoriously low level of Brook- 
lyn’s law enforcement agencies. This latest 
revelation adds commanding evidence to the 
fact that the Kings County law enforcement 
officials and their methods need a thorough 
sifting especially from the top. 

Mr. Amen has petitioned for Magistrate 
Rudich’s impeachment for being connected 
with a flourishing bail bond racket, for ac- 
cepting bribes and for trying to extend his 
corrupt practices to the Manhattan bench. 
Reaction, of course, has a way of spreading, 
and all New Yorkers have a common inter- 
est with Brooklynites in helping to quaran- 
tine and destroy it. 

Here, too, is another crass example of the 
tie-up between political corruption, reaction 
and anti-labor persecution. Magistrate Ru- 
dich was the right hand man of the open 
shoppers who tried to smash the May De- 
partment store, the Brooklyn Jewish Hos- 
pital, and Newspaper Guild strikes. His aid 
was to Brooklyn’s Tammany outfit in which 
District Attorney Geoghan is a big chief.

Fortifying the Aland Islands; 
Chamberlain Invites

® Sandwiched in between other news items 
in the capitalist press was a tiny report of 
big significance. As has been the case with 
many of the stories so helpful to German 
fascist war plans, this too came from Lon- 
don. 

“Great Britain has informed Sweden and Fin- 
land,” began this brief cable, “she has no objection 
‘in principle’ to the partial fortification of the 
stfategic Aland Islands, in the Baltic, Richard Austen 
Butler, Parliamentary Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, told the House of Commons.” 

In this way Mr. Chamberlain hopes to do for Hitler 
what he accomplished for Mussolini in the way of 
plotting the surrender of Minorca in the Meditere 
raneah. 

The Aland Island group is situated in the North 
Baltic. betwech Sweden and Finland, not far from 
the mouth of the Gulf of Fmlond, seaway to Lenin- 
grad. 

The same London report, already quoted from, 
added that “the Soviet Union objected to the fortifica- 
tion of the islands on the ground that neither Sweden 
nor Finland was strong enough to hold the islands 
against a possible aggressor.” And in this area the 
definite aggressor is fascist Germany. 

On the same day a supplementary news report ap- 
peared. It told of the Nazis’ plans to widen the Kiel 
(or Kaiser Wilhelm) Canal so that it could facilitate 
warship movements from the North Sea to the Baltic, 
and vice versa. 

By this move, with regard to the Aland Islands, 
Chamberlain is trying to ‘attract Nazi attention to an 
eastward drive. Hitler and Mussolini, however, find 
the going much easier in Western Europe. But the 
Tory Premier is succeeding in helping Hitler's plans 
against Sweden and Finland and in making a hollow : 
pretense of Scandinavian “neutrality.” ä
